the higher fields of artifieial light 
photography. 
Artificial light varii's 
iuneh in (juallty, and the ] >hotog- 
rapluT Si'eks. aboyo all, to secure 
the grastest amount of photographic 
light at the lowest cost and with the 
least labor and trouble. It is a famil­ 
iar fact that ail ordinary liglits are 
made up of seyen or more different 
colored series of rays, some being 
l)luish, some yellowish like gas and 
incandescent 
electric 
light. 
The 
arc light is yery rich in the blue and 
violet rays on which the pbotograjih- 
er so much depends to do his best 
work, while it is poverty stricken in 
reds and yellows, which, however, 
do not produce any ('ffect on the pho­ 
tographic ],)late. 
The incandescent 
light has very little of the blue and 
the violet rays, and, according to 
measurements made by Mr.Kennedy, 
the arc light contains thirty percent, 
more photographic or actinic rays 
than the incandescent light of the 
same illuminating power. 
To illus­ 
trate the value of the respective 
lights for this purpose, Mr. K en ­ 
nedy took photographs, first of an 
object thrown on to a screen in the 
focus of an ordinary hand-fed arc 
lamp, and then of the same object 
under the illumination of an incan­ 
descent lamp run up in candle power 
far beyond the normal standard, 
used in the incandescent photo ap­ 
paratus. 
A fter exactly the same 
exposure the plate developed from 
the incandescent 
light was very 
faint, whereas the jirint taken from 
the arc light was distinct, dense and 
decided. 
Mr. Kennedy compared 
the cost of the respective lights, put­ 
ting down the incandescent at about 
$1 .2 5 an hour for studio purposes 
and the arc at 3 5 cents an hour. The 
reason of the high cost of the incan- 
descents is that they are necessaril}^ 
heated to a high caudle power, and 
this volatilizes the carbon, which 
forms a deposit on the globe and 
makc‘3 the light more dim every time 
it is turned on, so that a photograph­ 
er can never count absolutely on the 
same light from incandcsconts, while 
from the arc the light is alwa\’s uni­ 
form, and an operator can count on 
giving exactly the same exposure in 
every instance. 
Mr. Kennedy holds 
that the ineandeseent photo light is 
destined to failure, first, from a com- 
mereial point of vit‘w, owing to the 
enormous cost for eurront and re­ 
newals. and seeondly. from a photog- 
ra] )her's 
point of 
vitnv, as wluui

The prin<*e is popularly su]) posed to 
possess seventy military uniform.s, 
and this is about accurate. 
Y'hen we remembcu' that a cavalry 
outfit may cost £ 1 50 as a low esti­ 
mate, and that subalterns entering 
a line rei^iment rarely begin witli a 
lower disbursement than £ 50 or £60, 
the amount that the prince’s uni­ 
forms has cost him is easily to be 
gauged. 
The prince, of course, possesses, 
for the most part, coloners uniforms, 
but as afield marshal he is compelled 
often to renew the terribly expen­ 
sive outfit suited 
to 
that 
rank, 
and it is in this 
fine tunic 
that 
he appears at most military ceremo­ 
nials and at royal weddings, or other 
great occasions of state. 
In addi­ 
tion, he possesses many naval uni­ 
forms and the dress of a large num­ 
ber of German, Russian and Austrian 
regiments. 
P u ttin g aside the question of uni­ 
forms, upon which his royal high­ 
ness cannot spend less than three or 
four hundred 
pounds 
a year, we 
come to his ordinary dress. 
It is 
admitted universally that very few 
men in town manage things with 
more taste or have a quicker eye for 
good cloth. 
There are youths, no | 
doubt, whose tailors’ bills are far 
larger than the prince’s, for he is b\" 
no means 
extravagant, 
although 
exceedingly 
particular 
about 
his 
clothes. 
Nor does he, says the writer, pay 
absurdly fancy prices, as many peo­ 
ple suppose, being charged the usual 
rate of a west end house.
